The ouriiculum 
embraces many scientific branches in addi- 
tion to practical work. The school now has 
twenty pupils, and is conducted by Prof. E. 
E. Faville, of Iowa. The institution com- 
prises a fine school building, a farmer's 
abode, large barn, poultry houses and other 
buildings, located upon a large farm of per- 
haps ICO acres. The founders of the school 
say that the store, the counting house, the 
sweat shop and the mart have caused the 
Jew to deteriorate mentally and physically, 
and it is proposed to furnish him with re- 
newed mental and physical vigor. 
The 


founder of the school is Rabbi Krauskopf, ol 
Philadelphia. 
Many wealthy and prominent 


Hebrews are interested in the success of the 
experiment. 


A very successful convention of the W C. 


T. U. societies of Bucks County was held 
here on Saturday. The temperance workers 
of the county, and particularly the members 
of the W. C. T. U., ought to feel very much 
encouraged by the public interest evinced in 
the proceedings. Interesting committee re- 
ports were read, demonstrating that the so- 
ciety is making great progreps. The conven- 
tion enjoyed able addresses by the president, 
Mius Elizabeth Lloyd, and Dr. Anna Shaw, 
of Philadelphia 
Doylestown pastors assist- 


ed in conducting devotional exercises, and 
B P Stout, of Philadelphia, the noted 
evangelistic singer, entertained the large 
audience with several fine solos. Resolu 
tious adopted by the convention indicated 
that the organization felt very much encour- 
aged with the outlook for the future, not 
only iu the matter of tempeiance work, bat 
upon the question of woman suffrage. 
The 


official reports snowed that the membership 
of the society is increasing. The total re- 
ceipts had been $466.13. and expenditures, 
1450.69, leaving a balance of $15 44. 


Doylestown is agnm discussing the water 


question. It is an annual affair. 
The bor- 


ough is supplied with water of the purest 
quahty, piped from covered springs, but the 
supply always runs short in the dry season, 
iu addition to which it, becomes contaminated 
by a vegetable growth in the reservoir. An 
effort will be made to increase the supply by 
sinking several deep wells. It is conceded 
that to keep it pure the reservoir must be 
covered. 
Th s will cost anywhere from 


$1,800 to $2,500. The walls of the basin 
will not bear the weight of a roof, the sup- 
ports of which must be extended from be- 
yond them, hence ihe expense. It has been 
suggested by Dr. Frank Swartzlander, of the 
Health Board, that as exclusion of the light 
is all that is necessary to retard the growth 
of the vegetable matter, this may be done by 
placing rafts or Coats on the surface of the 
•water. 
This device would involve little 


money, perhaps $160. 
This is the project 


the citizens are now discussing. It wil 
probably be considered by Council at the 
next meeting.

That piece of road from Pedlar's 
hole to A. Ivins' gate is more or less under 
water most of tbe time, preventing children 
from attending Ihe public school or Sunday 
school and it is difficult sometimes for vehi-

It will cost the township $200 
again to put the washed roads in a passable 
condition, just about one-half of what the 
cost would be to put up a substantial aud 
permanent bank on the aforesaid place. 
This would do away with all road washing, 
and money which is in this necessity wasted 
or thrown away every year, could be put to 
better use on other parts of the road, as our 
roads are not such that they command a prem- 


ium. 
But is seems the township or taxpay-

Presbyterian Sabbath School Anniver- 


sary 


The anniversary of ihe Presbyterian Sab 


bath School held on Easter Sabbath after 
noon showed a healthy condition and pro 
gress all ulong the line during the past year 
The report ot the Secretary indicates tha 
the membership of the school is 365 made up 
as fulloWB: Main School 237; Primary 
School 128. 


The Financial report for the year shows 


total inoome from all sources and for all pur 
poses of $561.75. The school has paid fo 
years for the education of a native girl in 
Futegnrh, India. It also pays one-half the 
education of an Ind'mn girl in Tucson, Ari- 
zona. The other half is paid by the Woman's 
Home Mission Society of the church. 


About fourteen years ago the school com- 


menced a fund for the ereoiion of a Sabbath 
snliool building whioh shall be suited to its 
needs. That fund now amounts to almost 
$4600.00 and has been transferred to the 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees to be used 
in the erection this summer of the long hoped 
for building. These buildings for Sabbath 
School purposes will when erected and fur- 
nished rendy for use cost between $10,000 
$11,000. They will be used for the services 
of worship while the new church which will 
follow them is being built. 


The Chapel Fund three years ago amount- 


ed to $3000 Ihe result of 15 shares of Build- 
anil Loan Stock which at that time matured. 
Tbe money was placed in Ihe hands of Har- 
old Peirco, of Philadelphia, a life-long friend 
of the school and one of its old scholars. 
Through his generous and careful investment 
of it the present total of almost $4500 has 
been realized.

Peirce's kindness was recorded.

vaull was placet! was likely to sljpaway

Nc attention was apparently paid to 


this request, however, until about 
1880 when an employee who had been 
discharged from the estate broke into 
the old tomb as an act of revenge and 
stole a skull which he supposed to be 
that of George Washington 
This he 


took to Alexandria, and, as usual in 
such cases, "got drunk," and so his 
secret was discovered, and the skull 
which proved to be that of Laurence 
Washington instead, was returned 


This incident led to the final carrying 


out of the wish of General Washington 
The tomb which is his present resting 
place was promptly built and in 1881 
his remains were removed to it The old 
vault was allowed to fall into a state of 
decay, and only a few yeais ago it was 
restored by the aid of drawings found 
in the congressional library 
An iron 


fencn has been built around it, and it 
now receives the same care as the new 
tomb —Exchange
